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Obama Faces Critical Week 


Stimulus, bailout plans pose key leadership test for president 


WASHINGTON I President Obama plunges 
into a difficult test of his leadership this 
week, struggling to get a divided Congress 
to agree on his economic recovery package 
while pitching a new plan to ease loans to 
consumers and businesses. 

The Senate’s $827 billion stimulus leg- 
islation seems assured narrow passage by 
Tuesday. Harder work for Obama and the 
Democrats comes in the days ahead, when 
the House and Senate attempt to reconcile 
differences in their two versions. 


“We can’t afford to 
make perfect the 
enemy of the absolutely 
necessary.” 

The House and Senate bills are about 
$7 billion apart in cost and overlap in numer- 
ous ways. But the Senate bill has a greater 
emphasis on tax cuts, while the House bill 
devotes more money to states, local govern- 
ments and schools. 


At the Treasury Department, meanwhile. 
Secretary Timothy Geithner delayed the 
unveiling of a new bailout plan for financial 
institutions from Monday to Tuesday. 

Lawrence Summers, Obama’s top eco- 
nomic adviser, signaled the struggle ahead as 
he made the rounds of Sunday morning talk 
shows. “There are crucial areas, support for 
higher education, that are things that are in 
the House bill that are very, very important 
to the president,” he said on ABC. 

Obama will take his case to the American 
people Monday with his first prime-time

Sebelius Is

Governor of Kan. is 
in the running for an 
Obama Cabinet job 

WASHINGTON! Kansas Gov. Kath- 
leen Sebelius is near the top of 
President Obama’s list of candi- 
dates to head 
the Health and 
Human Servic- 
es Department, 
at least partially 
on the strength 
of her long and 
close working 
relationship with 
the president, a senior administra- 
tion official said. 

Other candidates, including 
former Clinton White House chief 
of staff John Podesta, remain in 
the mix. A decision on the Cabi- 
net nomination is not imminent, 
according to a senior administra- 
tion official who spoke on the con- 
dition of anonymity. 

Sebelius, 60, signed on early with 
the Obama campaign during his 
presidential run. She worked tire- 
lessly for Obama’s bid and was a top 
surrogate to women’s groups. 

If nominated, Sebelius would 
be Obama’s second choice for the 
job. Former senator Tom Daschle 
withrdrew his name last week amid 
an uproar over his unpaid taxes.

Study: Identity Theft on the Rise 


Economic problems 
may be driving uptick 
in criminal behavior 

N E w YO R K I The number of Ameri- 
cans ensnared by identity theft is 
on the rise, but victims are striking 
back more quickly and limiting how 
much is stolen. 

In 2008, the number of identity 
theft cases jumped 22 percent to 
9.9 million, according to a study 
released Monday by Javelin Strategy 
& Research. The good news is that 


the cost per incident — including 
unrecovered losses and legal fees 
— fell 31 percent to $496. 

One reason for the spike in 
cases is likely the worsening econ- 
omy. Just last month, 598,000 
jobs were slashed across the coun- 
try and unemployment jumped to 
7.6 percent. 

“The short story is that crimi- 
nals are getting more desperate,” 
said Jim Van Dyke, spokesman 
for Javelin, which started tracking 
identity theft cases in 2003. 

Crimes of opportunity, such 


as stolen wallets, were linked to 
43 percent of cases last year, up 
from 33 percent in 
2007. That might 
be why women 
were 26 percent 
more likely to be 
victims of identity 
theft; they report- 
ed more cases of 
lost or stolen infor- 
mation during in- 
store purchases. 
Despite the growing number 
of victims, the total fraud amount 


edged up just 7 percent, to $48 bil- 
lion, over the previous year. That’s 
because victims are uncovering 
cases faster to limit losses. Anoth- 
er reason is that financial insti- 
tutions are taking more steps to 
thwart thieves, according to the 
Javelin study. 

The Javelin study also found 
identity theft went undetected 
longer and cost twice as much 
when victims knew their attack- 
ers. More than 10 percent of vic- 
tims knew their identity thieves.

Afghanistan Debate Looms 


Some Democrats are 
reluctant to send more 
troops into war effort 

WASHINGTON | After campaign- 
ing on the promise to end one war, 
President Obama is preparing to 
escalate another. 

Obama’s dual stance on the wars 
in Afghanistan and Iraq is not lost 
on congressional Democrats, many 
of whom also ran on anti-war plat- 
forms. In the coming weeks, they 
expect to have to consider tens of 
billions of dollars needed for com- 
bat, including a major buildup of 
U.S. troops in Afghanistan. 

While increasing the military’s 
focus in Afghanistan was antici- 
pated — it was a cornerstone of 
Obama’s presidential campaign 
— many Democrats acknowledged 
in recent interviews that they are 
skittish about sending more troops 
to the country, even in small num- 
bers. 

The concern, they say, is that

the military could become further 
entrenched in an unwinnable war 
on their watch. 

“Before I support any more 
troops to Afghanistan, I want to see 
a strategy that includes an exit plan,” 
said Rep. Jim McGovern, D-Mass., 
who at one point wanted to cut off 
money for the Iraq war. 


Added Wisconsin Democrat Sen. 
Russ Feingold, another fierce war 
opponent: “The idea of putting the 
troops in without having more clar- 
ity at least gives me pause.” 

Afghanistan poses a daunting 
foreign policy challenge. The coun- 
try is one of the poorest in the world. 
Opium production has given way to 
Colombia-like drug cartels traffick- 
ing heroin. Corruption is rampant. 
Terrorist fighters move freely across 
the Pakistan border. 

And in the latest twist, the U.S. 
is now scrambling to find an alter- 
native to flying troops and sup- 
plies into the landlocked country 
because of threats by nearby Kyr- 
gyzstan to shut down the U.S. base 
located there. 

“The complexities just mount 
— and you have to bring yourself 
back to what I hope we’re going to 
ask, which is. What is the goal?”’ 
said Rep. John Tierney, D-Mass., 
in an interview after returning 
from his third trip to Afghanistan.

I Jay Capelle 
would give anything to get back 
his factory job of 32 years. At the 
same time, he’s grateful to have 
extra time on his hands to care for 
his wife, stay in shape and work 
on a long-planned baseball docu- 
mentary. 

Capelle, 60, becomes depressed 
and angry when he dwells on the 
loss of his job. But he is often appre- 
ciative that he can now offer more 
help to his wife, who is recovering 
from knee surgery. 

The unemployed are stressed out 
about unpaid bills, dashed retire- 
ment plans and the loss of work- 
place camaraderie. But many say 


life minus work also has its bitter- 
sweet upsides, including more time 
with family and friends, learning 
new skills, focusing on their health 


and pursuing hobbies. 

There is a wide range of opinions, 
of course, about just how sweet, or 
bitter, the experience has been. 


Most unem- 
ployed people 
said they would 
give up the free 
time in a heart- 
beat for a job. 


Most unemployed people said 
they would give up their newfound 
free time in a heartbeat if they could 
land jobs, and most spend hours 
each day trying. But as unemploy- 
ment spells drag on longer than 
anticipated, they have allowed 
themselves to enjoy activities not 
directly related to the job hunt. 

Alex Swain, 36, of Leesburg, Va., 
has applied for more than 200 jobs 
and has gone on 10 interviews, but 


he has not had a single job offer. 

But rather than sulking in front 
of the television, Swain forces him- 
self to keep up with his hobbies. 

“You can’t stay in the house 
all day or you’ll lose your mind,” 
he said. 

In Raleigh, N.C., golf buddies 
Eddie Shearon and Wes Davis — 
both of whom have been jobless 
for more than a year — say they 
feel an urgency to get back to work. 
But they’re not eager to give up the 
perks of being unemployed. 

“I’ve reacquainted myself with 
my wife,” Shearon said. “We haven’t 
seen each other that much for 20 
years.” 

For others, the appreciation of 
extra free time is fleeting. 

Diane Rohan, 37, said she initally 
enjoyed unemployment after giving 
up her job as a baker. She scanned 
photos onto her computer and, truth 
be told, enjoyed sleeping late. 

“That wore off after about a 
month,” she said, ryan j. foley (ap)

2 U.S. Soldiers Killed While 
Defusing Roadside Bemb 

Two American soldiers died in 
Afghanistan on Sunday when a 
roadside bomb they were trying to 
defuse exploded, a U.S. spokeswom- 
an said. An Afghan interpreter and 
a policeman also died in the blast. 
A group of American soldiers and 
Afghan officials had been traveling 
through the southern province of 
Helmand when they discovered the 
bomb, said Kamal Uddin, Helmand’s 
deputy provincial police chief (ap)

Official; 15,000 Civilians 
Flee War Zone in 3 Days 

More than 15,000 civilians have 
fled Sri Lanka’s northern war zone 
over the last three days, an official 
said Sunday, as government forces 
appeared poised to crush the sep- 
aratist Tamil Tigers. Meanwhile, 
attacks in the north killed at least 
21 rebels over the weekend, accord- 
ing to the military. The military’s 
relentless offensive in recent months 
has almost routed the rebels, virtual- 
ly ending their 25-year war for a sep- 
arate Tamil nation in the country, (ap)

Fires Kill 108 in Australia 


Blazes in southeastern 
state scorch 750 homes, 
devastate entire towns 

HEALESVILLE, AUSTRALIA I Entire 
towns have been seared off the map 
by wildfires raging through south- 
eastern Australia, burning people 
in their homes and cars in the dead- 
liest blaze in the country’s history. 
The number of dead Monday stood 
at 108, a grim toll that rose almost 
by the hour as officials reached far- 
ther into the fire zone. 

Searing temperatures and wind 
blasts created a firestorm that swept 
across a swath of the country’s Vic- 


toria state, where at least 750 homes 
were destroyed and all the victims 
were found. More victims were 
expected, officials said.

“Hell in all its fury has visited 
the good people of Victoria,” Prime 
Minister Kevin Rudd said. “It’s an 


appalling tragedy for the nation.” 

He likened the impact on Austra- 
lia to the national shock of the 2002 
terrorist bombings in Bali, Indone- 
sia, that killed 202 people, includ- 
ing 88 Australians. And, speaking 
on Nine Network television, he said 
that if any of the deadly fires was 
proved to have been deliberately lit, 
“There are no words to describe it, 
other than mass murder.” 

The skies rained ash, and trees 
exploded in the inferno, witnesses 
said, as temperatures of up 117 F 
combined with blasting winds to

create furnace -like conditions. 

The town of Marysville and sev- 
eral hamlets in the Kinglake dis- 
trict, both about 50 miles north of 
Melbourne, were devastated. 

At least 18 of the deaths were 
from the Kinglake area, where resi- 
dents said the fire hit with barely 
any notice. Mandy Darkin said she 
was working at a restaurant “like 
nothing was going on” until they 
were suddenly told to go home. 

“I looked outside the window and 
said: Whoa, we are out of here; this 
is going to be bad,”’ Darkin said. “I 
could see it coming. I just remember 
the blackness, and you could hear 
it. It sounded like a train.” 

Thousands of exhausted volun- 
teer firefighters were battling about 
30 uncontrolled fires Sunday night 
in Victoria, officials said. It would 
be days before the fires were brought 
under control, even if temperatures 
dropped, they said, tanaleesmith(ap)

Englaro, 38, has been in a veg- 
etative state since she was in a car 
accident 17 years ago. Her doctors 
have said her condition is irrevers- 
ible.

At least 24 are killed 
after aircraft plunges 
into a river in Brazil 

SAG PAULO I Four people at the rear 
of a plane that crashed in a muddy 
Amazon river managed to open an 
emergency door and swim to safe- 
ty as the aircraft sank, dragging at 
least 24 others to their death. 

Most victims were members of 
a single family that chartered the 
plane to travel to a birthday party, 
authorities said Sunday. Seven chil- 
dren died. 

“It was all very fast. The plane 
sank very fast,” 21-year- old survi- 
vor Brenda Moraes told GloboNews 
TV. “We only had a chance because 
we were sitting in the last rows and 
could open the emergency door.” 

Divers recovered two dozen bod- 


ies from the twin turboprop plane 
that plunged into the Manacapuru 
River in a heavy rainstorm Satur- 


day, firefighter Maj. Jair Ruas Braga 
said. Authorities said they would 
investigate whether the plane, which 


had a capacity of 21, was carrying 
too many passengers. 

The survivors, including a 
9 -year-old, swam clear of the sink- 
ing plane and were helped by local 
residents until rescuers arrived 
later Saturday. They had only minor 
injuries and were in good condition 
Sunday, said Marcelo Alves Cabral, 
director of the hospital where they 
were treated. 

“They told me that when they 
heard one of the engines stop, the 
plane lost altitude and hit some- 
thing before going nose-first into 
the water,” Cabral said. 

It was not clear whether the pilot 
was trying to make a water land- 
ing, such as the one last month in 
which a commercial jet went down 
in New York’s Hudson River without 
a single death among the 155 people

New Zealand’s Wish Upon a Star 


An island town hopes 
to host UNESCO’s 
first starlight reserve’ 

TEKAPO, NEW ZEALAND I This little 
town is in the dark and proud of it. 

Other places greet the night by 
lighting up their streets and tour- 
ist attractions, but this one goes 
the other way — low-energy sodi- 
um lamps are shielded from above, 
and household lights must face 
down, not up. 

Why? To bring out the stars. 

The town of 830 people on New 
Zealand’s South Island is on a mis- 
sion to protect the sight of the night 
sky, even as it disappears behind light 
and haze in much of the world. 

The ultimate prize would be 
UNESCO’s approval for the first 
“starlight reserve,” and already the

“astro tourists” are coming. 

A group of 25 are huddled at 
midnight on a bare New Zealand 
hilltop, their faces numbed by wind 
as they gaze at the Milky Way.

“It’s awesome,” says Simon Ven- 
voort, 46, of Amsterdam. “You see 
so much you aren’t aware of.” 

The “starlight reserve” idea ger- 
minated in UNESCO in 2005. Teka- 
po, in the McKenzie Basin of South 
Island, was already on its own track, 
seeking what locals were calling 


their “park in the sky.” So Tekapo 
was suggested as a pilot site because 
of its haze-free sky and lighting con- 
trols already in place. 

The darkening ofTekapo began 
in 1965 to serve the Mount John 
Observatory that opened nearby. 
Town officials later turned necessity 
into a virtue by expanding controls 
on public and private lighting in a 
19 -mile ring around the town. 

Three new housing develop- 
ments have spent extra money for 
“sky-friendly” lighting. A skating 
rink even installed special light- 
ing to prevent ultraviolet light from 
reflecting into the night sky. 

“We’ve got a dark sky, and we’ve 
got to hang on to it,” said Graeme 
Murray, chairman of the Mackenzie 
Tourism and Development Board. 

Not that people here are bump- 
ing into each other during the night. 
And anyway, there’s plenty of star- 
light, as residents note. 

“We’re certainly not living in the 
dark,” said Lorna Inch, ray lilley (ap)

Months later, Stephens, 
a single mother of three boys, was 
laid off from her job. 

The family moved into another 
rental house, then with friends and 
then a motel before eventually land- 
ing in a Reston Interfaith shelter. In 
her seven months there, Stephens said 
she drove an hour each school day so 


her oldest son, Efton, could finish 
kindergarten in Centreville. 

Her son repre- 
sents a growing 
wave of homeless 
students Washing- 
ton-area educators 
say they’re seeing 
as a result of the 
nation’s economic 
crisis. 

In Fairfax 
County, one of the 
country’s wealthiest areas, officials 
counted 1,314 homeless students 


last month — an increase of 20 per- 
cent over the same time last year. 
And in D.C., school leaders say they 
registered twice as many homeless 
youth this academic year over the 
same period last year. Officials in 
Montgomery, Prince George’s, Lou- 
doun and Arlington counties report 
similar increases, too. 

With the growing number of 
homeless students, many schools 
are now giving students clothes, 
backpacks and extra tutoring, along 
with the free breakfasts and lunches

Fairfax Kids 
Could Get 
More Sleep 

School officials study 
plan to push back all 
high school start times 

A proposal to push back Fairfax 
high school start times and give 
teenagers more opportunity to sleep 
is sounding alarms for hundreds of 
parents, students and school staff 
members who worry that the extra 
rest isn’t worth the scheduling head- 
aches it would cause. 

School officials are still studying 
the implications of the plan, which 
would reroute buses and change 
start times from 7:20 a.m. to 8:30 
a.m. for all 169,000 Fairfax stu- 
dents. Many Fairfax teachers are 
worried that the schedule change 
could put them in rush-hour traffic 
or disrupt after-school routines. 

Advocates of the later high 
school start times are asking the 
community to be flexible and con- 
sider the potential benefits that 
research has identified, including 
healthier, less-stressed and higher- 
performing teenagers. 

Several school systems in the 
country have pushed back high 
school start times recently, includ- 
ing Arlington County in 2000. 

Fairfax school officials have 
scheduled seven town hall meetings 
on the proposal at county schools the

An author combines 
light-emitting diodes 
with fashionable gear 

SHINY I With her carefully styled 
blond hair, expertly applied makeup 
and fashionable blue dress, noth- 
ing about Alison Lewis even hints 
at the word “nerd” at a Manhattan 
party for her first book. 

But ask her about circuits or 
light- emitting diodes and you’ll 
see that she is equally familiar with 
switches and soldering irons as with 
swatches and seams. 

Her book, “Switch Craft: Bat- 
tery-Powered Crafts to Make and 
Sew,” brims with instructions for 
projects that combine technology 
with clothing and accessories. For 
instance, there’s a music-blaring 
bag, a pillow with a cell phone head- 
set, an illuminated skirt and wrig- 
gling squids for cats to play with. 

Lewis, who is 34 and lives in 
Philadelphia, wants to communi- 
cate that technology doesn’t need 
to be complicated or unfriendly. 
In fact, it can be approachable 
and stylish enough to tote or wear 
around town. 


This idea of adorning clothing 
with wires and LED lights might 
sound incongruous. But electron- 
ics have seeped deeply into our 
lives. You might care as much about 
remembering your cell phone and 
MP3 player as your wallet and keys 
when you leave the house. And if 
you’re already toting these gadgets 
with you, why not integrate their 
functions with your hat or bag? 

Lewis’ work also speaks to the 
popularity of crafting — the hand- 
fashioning of everything from 
afghans to zombie dolls — and do- 
it-yourself electronics. Both have 
swelled over the past few years, 
helped by publications such as 
O’Reilly Media Inc.’s Make and Craft 
magazines and Web sites such as 
handmade marketplace Etsy.com. 

Besides Lewis’ book, which is 
the culmination of 234 years of work 
with artist and designer Fang-Yu 
Lin, she hosts a Web video show 
called “Switch” that integrates 
fashion and technology. And she 
has co-taught a fashion technology 
class at Parsons the New School for 
Design in New York. “This is going 
to change the way people craft,” 
Lewis says, rachel metz (ap)

Red Wings Blank Penguins 


Hossa rankles crowd; 
Conklin shuts out his 
old team in Pittsburgh 

HOCKEY I Marian Hossa reminded 
the Pittsburgh Penguins of how 
good he was during the Stanley Cup 
playoffs. Ty Conklin reminded them 
of how good he was last season. 

Pavel Datsyuk scored twice, 
Hossa got the pivotal second goal 
midway through the third period, 
and Conklin shut out his former 
Penguins teammates, leading the 
Detroit Red Wings to a 3-0 victory 
Sunday in their first visit to Pitts- 
burgh since winning the Stanley 
Cup there in June. 

Datsyuk scored on a power play 
midway through the second period 
after the Penguins squandered three 
opportunities with the man advan- 
tage in the first. Conklin didn’t need 
much help after that, turning aside 
all 25 Pittsburgh shots. 

Datsyuk added his second goal 
of the game and 22nd of the season 
with 2:12 remaining, after Hossa’s

goal 634 minutes earlier all but 
sealed the win. 

The Red Wings, following up 
an 8-3 win over Edmonton on Sat- 
urday, won their fourth game in a 
row by playing much like they did 
in beating Pittsburgh in the six- 
game finals. 

They prevented Evgeni Malkin 


and Sidney Crosby from taking over 
the game, limited the Penguins’ 
scoring chances and repeatedly 
got their sticks on shots before they 
reached the net. 

Malkin, the NHL’s leading scor- 
er, was scoreless on four shots. Cros- 
by, No. 2 in scoring, didn’t get off 
his lone shot until late in the third 
period, after Hossa had quieted 
the standing-room-only crowd of 
17,132 by creating his goal almost 
by himself. 

Hossa, who angered Penguins 
fans by turning down more than 
$40 million more from Pittsburgh 
in an extended contract to sign a 
one-year deal with Detroit, skat- 
ed down the right wing boards 
before changing directions and, 
shedding forward Jordan Staal, 
put a backhander on net from the 
slot that eluded goalie Marc-An- 
dre Fleury. 

Hossa was booed loudly any time 
he stepped on the ice during the first 
two periods, and some in the crowd 
began chanting, “Traitor, traitor,” at

Bill Paxton discusses 
‘Big Love’ and admits 
that he’s still learning 

PATRIARCH I Bill Paxton holds the 
distinction of being one of only 
two actors — Lance Henriksen 
is the other — to be “killed” by 
a terminator (in “The Termina- 
tor”), an alien (in “Aliens”), and a 
predator (in “Predator 2”). “Wait 
a minute,” he says. “I think I was 
only maimed by the terminator. 
But I was certainly killed by the 
alien and the predator.” Clearly, 
this man is no stranger to sci-fi 
blockbusters. 

Paxton has come a long way 
from such over-the-top support- 
ing roles as sneering elder brother 
Chet in “Weird Science,” whiny 
Pvt. Hudson in “Aliens,” and the 
sleazy car salesman pretending 
to be a spy in “True Lies.” Well- 
crafted dramatic turns in “Apollo 
13” and “A Simple Plan,” and time 
behind the camera directing the 
films “Frailty” and “The Greatest 
Game Ever Played,” have led the 
one-time character actor to some- 
thing he’s long dreamed about: 
playing a romantic lead. He does 
it in HBO’s polygamist drama “Big 
Love,” now in its third season. 

But even after more than 30 
years in the business, Paxton admits

he still needs a little reining in from 
time to time. “I’m still learning,” he 
says. “The way I started out, you 
want to show the world that you 
have a heart and a humanity. But, 
unfortunately, you try too hard and 
you end up ruining a simple scene 
like that because you’re trying to 
act the scene.” 

Paxton was pleased with his 
career in films and had sworn 
to never do a series. “Then in the 
last 10 to 15 years,” he says, “there 
were shows like ‘The Sopranos.’ 
And what made HBO special to 
me was they were offering tele- 
vision audiences feature -quality 
work.” He notes that the female 
leads (his wives) in “Big Love” — 
Jean Tripplehorn, Chloe Sevigny, 
and Ginnifer Goodwin — were all 
movie actors first. 

“I love Bill,” he says of his char- 
acter. “It’s a part that strangely 
enough fits me like a glove.” He 
was nominated for Golden Globe 
awards in 2007 and 2008 for the 
role. As for upcoming acting or 
directing projects, Paxton says it’s 
too early to talk about anything. 
“I have a few more tricks up my 
sleeve yet,” he says with a smile. 
“You know, acting is a little like 
riding the tiger: Every time they 
call action, I hear my heart race a 
little bit, even after all the work I’ve

‘Nuclear Jellyfish’ 

BOOK I “Nuclear Jellyfish,” Tim 
Dorsey’s sequel to last year’s “Atomic 
Lobster,” manages to include dia- 
mond couriers, jewel thieves, Lynyrd 
Skynyrd, the mutual disdain of rare 
coin and rare stamp dealers, psychi- 
atry, skinheads, Toby Keith, Aileen 
Wuornos, phony motel coupons, a 
villain known as the Eel, Mercury 
astronaut Deke Slayton, former Flor- 
ida governor Claude Kirk, a stripping 
instructor, the Allman Brothers and 
John Travolta. 

Somehow, it all manages to hold 
together, although it would be a 
stretch to say it makes sense. 

All feature a lovable, obsessive- 
compulsive psychopath named 
Serge Storms and his drug-addled 
sidekick, Coleman.

‘Xlir Is Muscular, Not Brainy 


Strong action scenes 
are the sole strength 
of a new NBC thriller 

MADE FOR TV | Four hours is an 
awful lot of your lifetime to devote 
to the enervating switchbacks of 
“XIII” a made-for-TV thriller that 
aired on NBC Sunday night and will 
conclude next Sunday. 

Based on a popular 1984 Euro- 
pean comic book that also inspired 
a video game, it stars Stephen Dorff 
as yet another superspy with amne- 
sia (see also: “The Bourne Identity,” 
“The Long Kiss Goodnight”) and Val 
Kilmer as his equally gifted nem- 
esis, known as “the Mongoose.” I 


imagine that there is some sort of 
mathematical correctness to the 
plot, but as a viewing experience, 
it is vague. 

To say that the assassination of 
the country’s first female president 
and a subsequent wave of terror- 
ist attacks lead to a conspiracy of 
“people in government and from the 
highest echelons of corporate Amer- 
ica,” as one character describes it, 
is to say only that nothing unusual 
is proposed here. 

Directed by Duane Clark, son of 
Dick, the Him begins hyperactively 

— it’s the assassination sequence 

— that mixes film stocks in a style 
born from old music videos. It cre- 
ates tension, but it is the sort of ten-

sion that aspirin is made for. 

It quiets down soon afterward, as 
Dorff, bullet-wounded and lacking a 
memory, is rescued by a kind of Ma 
and Pa Kent from a treetop into which 
he has parachuted, with a tattoo of 
the Roman numeral XIII as his only 
identification. Men with guns show 
up soon enough, however, and the 
film begins its alternation of slow and 
fast, the slow seeming calculated to 
fill time and the fast involving run- 
ning, jumping and shooting. 

Dorff is rather appealing; Kilmer 
does not actually have all that much 
to do. I recall his graceful comic 
channeling of Elvis Presley in “Top 
Secret!” and, though he is larger 
now, he is still most convincing in 
the action scenes. These are all well- 
choreographed and free of the bur- 
den of meaning much. “XIII” does 
its best with the least on its mind.

Recent performances 
with recorded tracks 
frustrate music fans 

Jennifer Hudson and Faith Hill 
performed to recorded tracks at the 
Super Bowl. Yo-Yo Ma and Itzhak 
Perlman did it at the inauguration. 
Aretha Franklin sang live — but 
she’s releasing a do-over. 

And Bruce Springsteen’s E Street 
Band, according to one report, 
also played to a recorded track at 
the Super Bowl, though the vocals 
were live. 

All in the name of perfection. It’s 
enough to make one feel sorry for 


Chief Justice John Roberts and his 
flubbed presidential oath. Couldn’t 
he have just prerecorded the darned 
thing, too? 

Recorded tracks are hardly a new 
phenomenon at huge events such 
as the Super Bowl, not to mention 
the concerts of certain pop stars (the 
name Britney comes to mind). But 
in the past few weeks, the practice 
has attracted a flurry of attention, 
first with the inaugural flap and 
then with the Super Bowl. 

And though it’s hardly Water- 
gate, or Milli Vanilli, either — 
remember, they were synching to 
other people’s voices — some fans 
are debating anew whether it’s an 
acceptable practice or an artistic 
deception. 

For the inauguration, the reason 
for the recorded tracks was clear —

the weather — though purists may 
still consider it a horror that cellist 
Ma, violinist Perlman and two other 
musicians were essentially finger- 
synching (actually, they played, but 
it was a recording that was project- 
ed to the world). 

The air was 28 degrees, meaning 
instruments could possibly break 
or at least go out of tune. Pianist 
Gabriela Montero said that a day 
before the inauguration, about 


half a dozen keys on the Steinway 
were sticking. 

Imagine if the musicians had 
played out of tune, Montero said. 
“Can you imagine what kind of tone 
it would have set?” 

One avid fan of classical music 
wasn’t bothered at all. 

“I was relieved,” said Elisabeth 
Avery, 55, who watched on TV. “At 
the beginning, I thought. Are they 
crazy? They’re gonna play those 
instruments in that weather?” 
Gradually, she came to realize the 
music was not live. 

Avery did, however, find it a little 
dishonest that Jennifer Hudson’s 
national anthem at the Super Bowl 
was performed to a recording: “My 
goodness: If you’re an artist, can’t 
you just get up and sing?” 

Pregame show producer Rickey 
Minor said at the time that to ensure 
the quality of the performance, he 
had insisted that Hudson and Hill, 
who sang “America the Beautiful,” 
use their recorded tracks. 

Many singers have used backup 
tracks at Super Bowls, including 
Whitney Houston’s acclaimed per- 


formance in 1991. As talented as a 
singer can be, it’s extremely difficult 
to perform optimally in a stadium, 
said Andy Greene, assistant editor 
of Rolling Stone magazine. 

“The delay is terrible. The sound 
bounces back. It’s a nightmare,” 
Greene said. Plus, when you’re play- 
ing to a crowd of that magnitude 
and a TV audience, “you want it to 
be perfect,” said Greene. 

Hudson and Hill may not have 
been the only artists singing to a 
track at the Super Bowl — the Chi- 
cago Tribune reported that Spring- 
steen’s E Street Band was also using 
a track, although the Boss him- 
self was singing live. Publicists for 
Springsteen did not respond to sev- 
eral requests for comment. 

Whether Springsteen’s band 
used a recording or not, it seems 
Franklin may have wished she had 
one at the inauguration. 

The soul superstar, who was dis- 
satisfied with her live performance 
of “My Country, ’Tis of Thee” in the 
frigid January weather, announced 
Thursday she’d recorded a “preferred
